after World War II, came to Auburn June 20-23 to offer some of his forth- 


right opinions about American educa- 
tion. He appeared here under the aus- 
pices of the International Paper ‘Com- 
pany Foundation as a participant in a 


four-day conference for school ad- 
ministrators participating in the In- 
ternational Paper Co. Foundation pro- 
gram being conducted by the Auburn 
school of Education, 


Dr. Conant, who is currently study- 
ing American education under a Car- 
negie Foundation grant, is considered 
the foremost authority on that subject. 
by many. Thoroughly familiar with 
his nga he spoke here without the 
benefit of prepared text — an admir- 
thins feat considering the effectiveness 
of his several presentations, but also 
One that deprives The Alumnews of 
passing along a verbatim report of his 
discussion. 


Commenting upon scnool curricu- 
lum, he said that state legislatures have 
béen “too active in educational mat- 
ters such as the regulation of curricu- 
lum and the employment of teachers.” 


He further commented that school 
boards should cease participation in 
curriculum establishment, leaving that 
task to qualified educators. “School 


boards should not have the authority 
to hire or fire teachers except upon 
the recommendation of the superinten- 
dent,”” he

Dr. Conant’s widely-publicized views 
on high school athletics were again 
emphasized when he commented, “In 
high schools there continues to be a 
tremendous overemphasis of athletics 
and our colleges are contributing to 
this delinquency of overemphasis.” 
He then stated that he favors aboli- 
tion of inter-scholastic athletics at the 
junior high level but that intramural 
sports should receive more, emphasis 
in high schools. 

Concerning educational © television, 
he said that ETV “is to supplement the 
classroom teacher but cannot be a sub- 
stitute for her.” 

Dr. Conant spoke in favor of the 
junior college movement, provided 
that it can be properly guided, and 
criticized the tendency for the large 
university to attempt to move in with 
an extension center when a communi- 
ty becomes interested in establishing 
a junior college. 

Assessing our educational system on 
a broad basis, he reported that his 
trips to study schools at home and 
abroad have convinced him that there 
is “no need to change our basic pat- 
tern of education . If all the high 
scheols functioned as well as some I 
have visited, the education of all 
American youth would be satisfactory 
except for the study of foreign lan- 
guages and the guidance of the more 
able girls.” 

The International Paper Co, financed 
program at Auburn on which Conant 
appeared is now in its fifth year. It isa 
special experiment designed to de- 
termine how an_ industry, public 
school officials, and an institution: of 
higher learning can best cooperate to 
improve the public school instructional 
rogram in localities where .the com- 
pany has its plants. 
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Office by July 13 pushed avis Salkaltens total to $1,617,879.73 as valine i 
continued to work toward the $2,594,000 goal for the immediate phase 


of the Development Program. 


Meanwhile, General Chairman Al- 
vin A. Biggio, President Ralph B.

Shall We Take The Low Road?

The peaks of excellence are not for Auburn, not in the domain of the 


tax-supported college or university; to us belong the foothills, the plains, 


and the low lying plateaus—according to a widely-held concept of duality 


in. American higher education. This 
theory assigns one unique function to 
the state-supported institution and an- 
other to the independent, or privately- 
supported university. Chester 
M. Alter, chancellor of the University 
of Denver and a proponent of the con- 
cept, defines the special tasks of each 
broadly thus: 


“To the tax-supported institution 
must fall the major burden of the 
onslaught of numbers and the con- 
current expanding range of narrow 
needs that require an ever-increas- 
ing assortment and variety of 
courses. I am sure that most admini- 
strators of these institutions will 
exert every effort to modify this 
trend and to contain it within reason- 
able limits. 


“T also know, however, that con- 
stituencies will be served wherever 
the tax dollar goes and although the 
serving of these relatively narrow 
needs of growing numbers of persons 
is not the only obligation of publicly 
supported institutions, it is surely 
they that should be principally 
charged with the task. 


“T> the independent university, 
then, falls another obligation. This 
I would define as the attainment 
and the nurturing of great peaks of 
excellence in those relatively few 
intellectual, cultural, and _ profes- 
sional areas deemed most vital to 
the undergirding of a free society.” 


We applaud Chancellor Alter’s defi- 
nition of the obligation of the inde- 
pendent university; we reject, un- 
equivocally, that which he partially 
states and fully implies for the state- 
supported university under the condi- 
tions of the immediate future. What 
he says for the latter may be stated 
more bluntly thus: Public institutions 
must bear the burden of skyrocketing 
enrollments; whether the administra- 
tors of such institutions like it or not, 
they must satisfy the whims of consti- 
tuent taxpayers; those whims will de- 
mand a college education for great 
numbers without particular regard to 
quality; thus the tax-supported in- 
stitutions will have to resign them- 
selves to the inevitable and spread a 
thin veneer of college education over 
as great an area as possible. 

No doubt Mr. Alter would object to 
such a brutal simplification of his 
position; yet the foregoing is not only 
obviously what he really believes but 
also that to which innumerable others 
assent, although most of them would 
also state it differently. In this inter- 
pretation there is a combination of 
fact and fallacy. For the sake of de- 
mocracy we should extract the facts 
and pursue them to a more satisfactory 
conclusion. 

That tax-supported colleges and uni- 
versities must provide an educational 
opportunity for the majority of the 
“war-born” children now headed for 
college is a fact (Private universities 
are not numerous enough or large 
enough to handle a substantial por- 
tion of them). That an increasingly 
greater portion of the college-age 
population is demanding a college edu- 
cation is another fact; that this greater 
demand plus an unprecedented num- 
ber in the college-age group will bring 
an onslaught of numbers at college 
gates during the next few years is un- 
deniable. That tax-supported institu- 
tions, bearing the brunt of this on- 
siaucht, may often lose sight of higher 
objectives in the struggle to provide 
the minimum facilities and_ instruc- 
tion demanded by the influx is a dis- 
tinct and fearful possibility. 
state-supported _institu- 
themselves to ac- 


However, 
tions need not resign 
cepting an inevitable role of medio- 
crity. To assume that we cannot pro- 
vide a quality education for every 
American youth both capable and de- 


sirous of receiving it is a fundamental 
fallacy born of unimaginative thinking, 
We have not even begun to spend what 
we can afford to spend for educationj 
we have devoted only a fraction of the 
thought, energy, and manpower that 
we can expend upon education. Few 
people, except for teachers, are now, 
making any sacrifices for education. 
We ought to consider the coming ons 
slaught of numbers not as a problens 
but as an opportunity to insure the 
benefits of freedom for mankind. \ 


Of course we cannot seize the ops 
portunity and develop it by simply, 
waving the banners of education or 
even by. appropriating unprecedented 
sums of money: Chancellor Alter’s 
concern with “an expanding range of 
narrow needs” is a legitimate one. “Am 
ever-increasing variety and assortment 
of courses” is not only a future pos« 
sibility but a present reality, and on@ 
must admit that the unnecessary pro 
liferation of courses has occurred most 
noticeably in the tax-supported insti« 
tutions, concurrent with the growing 
social prestige of the college degree 
and the increasing proportion of high 
school graduates seeking it. 

However, it is a fallacy to assumé 
that such proliferation has been prina 
cipally the result of catering to the 
demands of a tax-paying constituency, 
The average tax-payer scarcely undera 
stands the planning or purpose of ang 
college curriculum. The addition of 
unnecessary courses that serve only, 
a limited utilitarian purpose has come 
as the result of catering to the wishes 
of a few tax-payers and a few students 
or as the result of a rationalized dea 
sire of specialized educators for self« 
aggrandizement. It is significant that as 
mong the Alabama Education Com- 
mission’s conclusions few could be 
construed as a criticism of Alabama 
educators, but that one which possibly 
could be so _ interpreted concerned 
course proliferation. 


The Alabama Education Commission, 
I think, fairly represented the tax« 
paying constituency of the state. On 
the matter of curriculum it did not 
attempt to say to the state collegeg 
and universities, “You should establish 
such and such a curriculum and elimie 
nate this and that course.” But it did 
say in effect, “Unnecessary proliferaa 
tion is detrimental to excellence and 
some unnecessary proliferation may, 
have occurred. If so, you, the educa 
tors, know best how to remedy this, 
and we recommend that you do so te 
the best of your ability.” It is then a 
fallacy in Alabama to assume that 
higher education is doomed to medio 
crity by a public demand for educa4 


tion to meet narrow needs.

Our Responsibility 


Whether in the years just ahead Aue 
burn shall continue seeking to attain 
the great peaks of excellence or shall 
rest content on the foothills far be« 
low is not yet determined. The deci« 
sion rests largely, I believe, with the 
Auburn alumni. We can assure the 
necessary financial support through 
the Development Program and through 
the coming Legislative Programs. We 
can prevent narrow and partisan pres« 
sure upon the University administra< 
tion and faculty; we can encourage 


them to continue on the hard upward 
road that they have long ago under« 
taken with determination — a road 
that led President Draughon and the 
Board of Trustees to initiate the De« 
velopment Program, that is leading the 
Division_ef Instruction into plans for 
a thorough self-study be sinning this 
fall. The, responsibility is ours as the 
logical supporters of our Alma Mater, 
and I am unalterably opposed to shift- 
ing it to fate and “unavoidable” cire 
cumstances as Chancellor Alter’s thes 
sis will permit us to do. 
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An Auburn-Deyeloped Vaccine— 


Coccivae Brings Industry 


On a 140-acre site five miles north 
of Auburn across Highway 241 from 
the Holiday Inn Motel, the recently 
completed laboratories of Dorn & Mit- 
chell stand as effective witness to the 
value of Auburn research and of ef- 


fective cooperation between a land 
grant institution’ and private indus- 
try. Sterling Drug, Inc., of which Dorn 


& Mitchell is a subsidiary, built these 


laboratories for the specific purpose 


c 


of mass producing Coccivac for na- 
tional and international distribution, 
Coccivac is a poultry vaccine developed 
on the Auburn Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station by Dr. S. A. Edgar, Au- 
burn professor and poultry pathologist, 
and his associates. 


Dorn & Mitchell began production of 


Coccivae late in June with an initial 
staff of 25 skilled workers operat- 
ing in the 36,000 square feet of floor- 


space in the nine new _ laboratories. 
Coccivac is not, however, going on the 
market now as a new, untried commer- 
cial product. In 1952, Dorn & Mitchell 
made a contract for the vaccine 
through the Auburn Research Founda- 
tion, 

Under the provisions of that con- 
tract, Dorn & Mitchell secured the 
to purchase from the Research 
Foundation and to distribute on the 
commercial market the vaccine that 
the Auburn Poultry Department pro- 
duced as they continued to improve it. 
At that time the vaccine was effective 
against one of the eight known spe- 
cies of coccidiosis, Dr. Edgar and his 
associates improved the vaccine through 
the succeeding years until a little more 
than a year ago a type was made avail- 
able which is effective against six of 
the eight species of coccidiosis.

By this time the University con- 
Sidered the development advanced 
enough and the demand great enough 
that it could not continue production 
much longer, for it was approaching 
the line that divides research and 
commercial production. Auburn Re- 
search Foundation notified Dorn & 
Mitchell of this decision and the com- 
pany elected to take up its option to 
manufacturing rights. Soon thereafter 
design and then construction of the 
new Dorn & Mitchell laboratories got 
underway, 

Dorn & Mitchell now has customers 
for Coccivac in every state in the U. 
S. and in several foreign - countries 
around the world, 

Coccivae has no competitor on either 
the U.S. or the world market; it is a 
unique vaccine with a fascinating his- 
tory 

Coccidiosis, the common name for a 
disease that affects nearly all farm 
animals, is a major disease of poultry 
that costs poultry raisers millions of 
dollars annually. It is caused by a pro- 
tozoan parasite that in chickens at- 
and damages the intestinal tract, 
often killing the birds in cases of se- 
vere infection. 


tacks 


Recognizing thatsome chickens ac- 
quire immunity. to coccidiosis as a re- 
Sult of natural exposure to it, several 
pathologists have attempted immuniza- 
tion successfully in the laboratory in the 
period since the late 1920's. However, 
few, if any other, had considered mass 
immunization possible or practical un- 
til. Dr, Edgar and his associates de- 
veloped Coccivac. 

Dr. Edgar began his work with one 
Species of coecidia at the University of 
Wisconsin in 1942. He continued to 
work at Wisconsin until. he entered 
the Armed Forces during World War 
{f. After his discharge from service in 
1947, he came to Auburn and contin- 
ued his research where he had ~left 
off. By 1950 he knew that immuniza- 
tron could be done commercially. 

His vaccine was not widely-accep- 
ted immediately for several reasons: 
[t involved a new principle in practical 
immunization. Administered orally, in 
feed at first but now in water, it con- 
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tained a controlled number of. live, 
coccidia oocysts; it worked by inducing 
a mild infection of coccidiosis that did 
not harm the chicken but caused the 
development of immunity. Subsequent 
self-exposure imparts solid and last- 
ing immunity. 


Large drug firms were not interested 
in the vaccine at that time because of 
the booming business in poultry coc- 
cidiostat drugs. These drugs are ad- 
ministered to young chickens inter- 
mittently or continuously to protect 
against an outbreak of coccidiosis. How- 
ever, there was one problem in the 
use of coccidiostats for coccidiosis. 
Adult birds, protected by coccidiostats 
only while growing up, were still sus- 
ceptible to the ravages of coccidiosis 
if they had not been sufficiently ex- 
posed during the growing period. 


By this time there was, however, a 
small drug firm that was interested in 
Coccivac. In Georgia a few years 
earlier Ira Dorn and an associate, 
Ralph Mitchell, established the firm 
Dorn and Mitchell for the purpose of 
manufacturing and distributing poul- 
try drugs. 


That firm had since moved to Ope- 
lika and had developed a line of poul- 
try virus vaccines. Mr. Dorn, who is 
still president of Dorn & Mitchell, ex- 
plains that he came to Opelika because, 
“I knew that we needed to be near a 
university that had capable poultry 
scientists with an aggressive research 
program. I studied the universities of 
the area and after meeting Professors 
(Dale) King and (S. A.) Edgar chose 
Auburn.” 


Dorn & Mitchell was willing to help 
support further research and develop- 
ment on Coccivae and, as noted above, 
contracted in 1952 for the right to dis- 
tribute it and eventually to manufac- 
ture it. By 1958 Mr. Dorn realized that 
in Coccivac, Dorn & Mitchell had a 
product that needed the capital and 
distribution facilities of a major drug 
firm. Also by this time some of the big 
drug companies had become interested 
in Coccivac. The firm chose to sell Dorn 
& Mitchell to Sterling Drug, the manu- 
facturer of Bayer Aspirin and one of

Dr. Draughon defined such research 
as that which led to the development 
of Coccivac and hence to a new industry 
for Alabama as “a part of the function 
of the land grant university.” 

Dr, Edgar confirms that the devel- 
opment of Coccivac was peculiarly

adapted to Auburn’s program of re- 
search and instruction in agriculture. 
His modest insistence that he alone 
never be given full credit for Coccivac 
stems from his deep appreciation first 
of the continued support and encour- 
agement of Professor Dale King and 
the Deans of the School of Agriculture 
and second of the help that Experiment 
Station technicians and several agricul- 
tural students have given in develop- 
ing the vaccine. 


The income from the vaccine through 
the years has been a real asset in al- 
lowing expansion of facilities, staff, and 
graduate training in the Poultry De- 
partment. That aid will continue threugh 
royalties paid by Dorn and Mitchell 


through the Auburn Research Founda- 
tion.

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Engineering Co. Grows With Huntsville 


Huntsville 1960 is at first a confusing city to a native of Northeast 


Alabama that has not visited it since pre-World War II days: 


The Huntsville of my memory is a 
quiet little city where one might visit 
crystal springs with his high school 
classmates and listen to a teacher’s 
recitation of historical facts — “Hunts- 
ville is the site of the oldest English 
settlement in Alabama...” — Some- 
how the historical facts weren’t as fas- 
cinating in the Huntsville of yesterday 
as the goldfish flirting in the lucid 
water. Then there is the Huntsville of 
yesterday, still a quiet little city, where 
one might stand on a lonely corner 
late at night, thumbing desperately an 
occasional car because he did not be- 
gin his hitchhiking trek back to Au- 
burn soon enough. 


Except for the congested traffic, 
Huntsville 1960 resembles the Hunts- 
ville of memory if one comes into it 
from the eastern approach; despite the 
burgeoning residential area, the mo- 
tels and drive-in food and drink stands 
popping up all around, a group of 
familiar grey factory buildings still 
rises above other edificies to dominate 
the skyline on this approach. However, 
as one draws near to them, he senses 
a difference in these factories; some- 
how they don’t correspond exactly to 
the textile mills of memory — there 
are more cars parked around them 
more areas enclosed by fences; then 
the names, printed in large white let- 
ters on a black background spel] out 
the difference. On the first large build- 
ing is Chrysler; on the next Brown 
Engineering Company, Inc, 

~ * * 

Brown Engineering Company typi- 
fies the change that has come to Hunts- 
ville since World War II. Starting in 
1953 with a nucleus of approximately 
10 people, it now employs a stream- 
lined working force of more than 500 
people. Since 1953 it has developed a 
convincing record of actual experience 
to substantiate its claim to “the abili- 
ty to successfully conduct research, de- 
velopment, or design of virtually any 
item of missile hardware as well as 
supporting equipment.” 


One can read the facts about Brown 
Engineering Company in a brochure, 
just as he can read the facts about 
Huntsville 1960 in the stories under 
space-age headlines, datelined “Hunts- 
ville, Ala.” But perhaps it takes a visit 
to begin comprehending the reality of 
them both. 


At the doorway to the main entrance 
and the reception room of Brown En- 
gineering there is a vacant parking 
space. If the casual visitor assumes that 
he can occupy it for a few minutes— 
even with a driver left under the wheel 
—while he determines exactly where 
he is to go, a courteous but firm guard 
quickly lets him know otherwise. In- 
side the doorway is a beautiful recep- 
tion room and an equally attractive 
receptionist, whose desk guards the 
access to the remainder of the huge 
building. 


The visitor gives his name to the re- 
ceptionist and tells her his business 
and the name of the Brown employee 
that he wishes to contact. She picks up 
a phone and locates the visitor’s con- 
tact man through the complex inter- 
com system, The visitor waits for that 
contact man to arrive from the obscure 
region beyond her desk and as he waits 
his irritation at the formalities of get- 
ting inside fades under the effect of 
her courteous hospitality and with 
the recognition that regular employees 
also must undergo a regular routine 
as they enter or leave. 


Thus one begins to comprehend the 
reality of Brown Engineering Com- 
pany’s relationship to America’s vital 
missile development program. Brown 
Engineering Company has grown up 
with the vast missile industry at 
Huntsville. A major portion of its 


multi-million dollar annual business 
is done in support of the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration 
at Redstone Arsenal. It has a Secret 
facility clearance, granted by Third 
Army Headquarters; a portion of its 
huge building has been sub-let to the 
National Aeronautics and Space Ad- 
ministration, The courteous but firm 
handling of visitors by the guard and 
the receptionist is a necessary securi- 
ty precaution, not just an irksome 
regulation. 

With the visitor vouched for and 
with a trusted employee as his guide 
and constant companion, the interior 
of Brown Engineering Company opens 
to him, and if he is an Auburn visitor, 
he soon begins to feel at home — Ap-= 
proximately one-fifth of Brown’s em- 
ployees, almost one-third of its col< 
lege-trained personnel, are Auburn 
alumni; many others come from such 
familiar institutions as the Univer- 
sity of Alabama and Georgia Tech. 

Photographs accompanying this 
story tell much of what the visitor 
sees. And he hears a lot about missiles 
and space development: Brown’s first 
assignment with ABMA was structural 
design of the fuselage and nose cone 
for the Redstone Missile. Among its 
early outstanding projects was an 
assignment to perform a _ feasibility 
study of using clustered rockets for 
the final three stages of launching a 
satellite vehicle. Reports on this pro- 
ject, completed in 1955, later became 
a portion of the groundwork for the 
Vanguard and the Free World’s first 
satellite. On that satellite, Explorer I, 
Brown was responsible for the pay- 
load design. Later Brown did struc- 
tural design for the Jupiter Missile. 
More recent projects include booster 
structural design for the Saturn; com- 
pletion of Saturn second stage dummy 
design; guidance system design, de- 
velopment, and testing on the Pershing 
ST-120 guidance system; structural and 
mechanism design and development, 
launcher design and development, and 
specialized machine shop services on 
the Little John Rocket program, ete. 

Missile and other space work con- 
tinues at Brown Engineering and some 
of Brown’s employees are resident en- 
gineers working within the Labora- 
tories of Redstone Arsenal. However, 
as important as the missile industry is 
to Brown Engineering, the visitor soon 
learns that the company’s efforts are 
not confined to support of ABMA, 
NASA, and Army Rocket Guided Mis- 
sile Agency. 

1, Commercial sales to other com- 
panies from its Manufacturing Depart- 
ment are growing rapidly; further- 
more, Brown officials expect to enter 
the general market in the near future 
with a product developed from their 
own research, 

2. To industrial plants, contractors, 
civic enterprises, government agencies, 
and individuals, Brown provides com- 
plete engineering services “from pre- 
liminary design to successful instal- 
lation and efficient operation.’’ On its 
staff are experienced registered archi- 
tects and civil, mechanical, electrical, 
structural, and aeronautical engineers. 

3. In addition to its own staff with its 
wide and varied experience, Brown re- 
tains a group of fourteen scientists as 
consultants in various fields of en- 
deavour to maintain a capability for 
handling any research or development 
problem presented to it from either 
government or industry. 

* ° * 

The visitor leaves Brown Engineer- 
ing Company realizing that he com- 
prehends Huntsville 1960 better as a 
result of the visit. Huntsville and 
Brown Engineering, which has grown 
up rapidly in it, accept the reality of 
the space age and of a new industrial 
South. The congestion of traffic, the 
burgeoning suburbs, the remodeled in- 
terior of the familiar grey factory 
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buildings are the result of purposeful 

activity and of an optimism about the 

future. Huntsville is confident of its 

place in the space age and in the New 

South; retaining still its pride in a his- 

toric past, it looks forward to an even 
* 


more historic future. One can catch 
some of the city’s contagious optimism 
at Brown Engineering Company — If 
Auburn students still hitchhiked like 
they used to, they just might catch a 
ride to anywhere from Huntsville.

With Demands Increasing— 


Philosophy Department Expands 


Two years ago Auburn established 
a philosophy department with Dr. J. H. 
Melzer as head professor and the only 
faculty member. Prior to that time phi- 
losphy per se had been neglected at 
Auburn, although the Department of 
English had prevented its complete 
omission by teaching some courses in 
philosophy and logic as often as it 
could free competent staff members 
for the task. 

A growing student and faculty de- 
mand for philosophy courses has de- 
monstrated the administrative wisdom 
of establishing the department. The re- 
sponse has been such that Dr. Melzer 
will add two professors to his staff 
this fall and he now visualizes a ser- 
vice department for the entire uni- 
versity. 

Plans for the near future include the 
offering of an undergraduate major 
and minor and of a graduate minor. 
With the new professors added, Dr. 
Melzer feels that necessary conditions 
for offering a good undergraduate ma- 
jor and minor will be fulfilled. Assum- 
ing the new positions will be Dr. 
Richard M. Owsley and Dr. Houghton 
B. Dalrymple, men chosen from a large 
number of applicants and in Dr. Mel- 
zer’s opinion both eminently quali- 
fied to teach here. 

Dr. Owsley will come to Auburn 
from Indiana University, where he has 
taught philosophy since 1951. He 
ear hed onal A. B. degree at the Uni- 


versity of Louisville, his M. A. and Ph, 
D. degrees at Indiana. 

Dr. Dalrymple, a native of a West 
Texas ranch, will come to Auburn 
from Hays State College in Kansas. He 
has previously taught at McMurray 
College and at Arlington State College 
in Texas. He received A.B., M.A., and 
Ph.D. degrees from the University of 
Texas. 

As the result of departmental ex- 
pansion, Auburn will offer new courses 
in ancient philosophy, American philo- 
sophy, modern philosophy, contem- 
porary ‘philosophy, the philosophy of 
religion, aesthetics, and formal logic 
during the coming year. New courses 
in these areas plus those already of- 
fered provide an adquate variety for 
a sound undergraduate major or minor, 

To provide for a graduate minor, 
Prof. Melzer plans to add, as soon as 
possible, advanced courses im the 
philosophy of John Dewey, Alfred 
North Whitehead, and that of some 
philosophical movement such as Exis- 
tentialism. 

Prof. Melzer is one of the numer- 
ous faculty members supporting the 
Development Program enthusiastically 
because of a particular interest in li- 
brary development. He says that Au- 
burn has a fine nucleus of books in 
philosophy, but that the philosophy 
section must be expanded to fill the 
needs of potential graduate students 
minoring in philosophy and that more 
copies of basic texts are needed for 
the growing load of undergraduates.

Auburn University was exceedingly 
fortunate last week when that institu- 
tion was selected for laboratory work 
in the sciences by the International Pa- 
per Company, which drew students and 
observers from almost every part of the 
United States and Canada, the paper 
company footing the bill. 


But just as important as the largesse 
from IPC was the presence there as an 
observer and lecturer in the person of 
Dr. James B. Conant, former president 
of Harvard University and ambassador 
plenipotentiary to West Germany, where 
he succeeded John J. McCloy, now 
board chairman of Chase-Manhattan 
Bank in New York. 

There may be greater living Ameri- 
cans than Dr. Conant, but in the opinion 
of this paper his equal would be hard 
to find. And his greatness does not con- 
sist in the fact that he was one of Har- 
vard’s greatest presidents, if not the 
greatest, but in his modesty, his affabi- 
lity and his willingness to give of. him- 
self. 

Dr. Conant is just about as well 
known among the intelligentsia of Great 
Britain as of the United States. And in 
his compact sketch in Who’s Who in 
America it is indicated that there are 
few of the greater universities in this 
country, in England, France, Scotland, 
Germany, etc., where he has not lec- 
tured and been honored. 

Primarily, Dr. Conant is a scientist 
and his was one of the great minds 
that evolved the atomic bomb. But he 
does not believe that any man who is 
exclusively a scientist or a technologist 
can call himself educ 
is familiar with the 
manities.

Hence it was that before he left Har- 
vard, Dr. Conant saw to it that every 
graduate there knew something of the 
great classics of the world and was also 


acquainted with one or more foreign 


languages of. today, plus an understand- 
ing of the great currents of history that 
are reshaping the modern world.

in the field of education came through

sonality in association with the teach- 


ers, principals, superintendents and 
board members at the high school level 


—a work in which he still is engrossed. 

Even while engaged primarily with 
the work of the International Paper 
Company, Dr. Conant took time out to 
give attention to the public schools of 
this state, which he regards to be on a 
par with the average over the country, 
but he says we are sadly lacking with 
respect to courses in contemporary lan- 
guages. 


It is unfortunate in that respect that 
he could not have seen the work that 
is being done in that particular at Jack- 
sonville State’s International House and 
the laboratory school nearby. But we 
here in Anniston also are not taking 
full advantage of the service that Jack- 
sonville affords. 


We hope that Dr. Conant was pleased 
with the work that is being done by 
Dr. Draughon and his associates at Au- 
burn. We were especially impressed 
with the fact that the large hall in which 
the public sessions there were held had 
been given voluntarily to the school by 
the students and alumni.

The Main Cause 


This article listed a number of things 
as causing people to take their own 
lives, but poor health led the list. People 
suffering from what they believe to be 
incurable diseases get to worrying for 
fear they’re going to die. Personally, I 
always did believe in giving the disease 
a fair chance. I believe too, in giving 
the Lord a fair chance, and when a fel- 
low takes a .45 and blows a hole in his 
head he’s passing up a mighty good 
Miracle Man or Court of Last Resort. 

Financial trouble was listed as the 
second cause of suicides. A person who 
has accumulated a vast amount of mon- 
ey and suddenly loses it is apt to think 
of suicide. A man hopelessly in debt is 
apt to consider it a a way out, espec- 
ially when he has insurance enough to 
pay off his debts and leave his family 
comfortably fixed. That sure is foolish. 
The way I look at a thing like that, the 
wrong fellow is committing suicide. It 
seems to me like the one the money is 
owed to would be more inclined to 
end everything, because he has more to 
lose. If there is ever any suicide-com- 
mitting done on account of what I owe 
it’ll be done by the Board of Directors 
of the local bank and a few district 
managers of credit companies. 


Social Security 


The article said that quite a few peo- 
ple take their lives each year because 
of a pending jail sentence. I’m not fig- 
uring on stealing anything, but if I do 
and the jury decides to send me off for 
a few years I’m not going to worry. about 
it enough to take my own life. I’ve been 
paying taxes now for nigh on to fifty 
years to help support out penal institu- 
tions and I might as well put up on ’em 
for a while. After all, a prisoner is 
guaranteed food, clothing, shelter and 
relief from taxes for the duration of his 
term. That’s better than anything the 
social security people have been able to 
offer. 

Frustration was another cause of sui- 
cide death. I can kind of go along with 
this reason, because I know what it’s 
like to be frustrated at every turn. For 
instance, have you ever tried to drive 
around the fountain in Montgomery’s 
Court Square? Have you ever tried to 
get a television program and find noth- 
ing on but Arthur Godfrey? Have you 
ever tried to explain things to a five- 
year-old boy? Have you ever wanted to 
express your opinion about the new 
sack dresses and dared not do it? 

Cases were listed in the magazine ar- 
ticle where people killed themselves be- 
cause their candidate for political office 
had been defeated. I reckon if I had 
shot a hole in my head everytime I lost 
a candidate it would look like a sifter. 

There’s a difference of opinion about 
whether it takes courage to commit 
suicide or whether it’s a mark of cow- 
ardice. Whatever it is, I sure ain’t got it.

Sargeant and his aides produced the 
invention through his firm, the Auburn 
Processing and Engineering Corpora- 
tion, which will control the fundamen- 
tal engineering and marketing of the 
process. Royalties from users will go te 
this firm. 

Cooperating with Sergeant and Au- 
burn Processing and Engineering in de- 
veloping the process was Sylvania Elec- 
tric Products Co. of Batavia, N.Y., a 
subsidiary of General Telephone and 
Electronics Laboratories of New York 
City. Sylvania holds an interest in the 
Auburn Processing and Engineering 
Corporation.
